Greetings. I'm in my final troubleshooting stage for my white mountain 
20 SSB rig. The receiver fired up fine. The transmitter was dead, but 
I traced it to a bad 2219 (I snapped a leg when putting on the heatsink 
with too much force). Now the transmitter plays, but I can't get good 
audio. The voice is modulated okay, but there seems to be a constant 
audio "rumble" transmitted whenever the mic is pressed. Reinjecting the 
carrier gives a large, clean signal, but once the carrier is removed the 
transmitted "tone" (sounds like regen whine) is at least as strong as 
transmitted voice making for a messed up signal. Any thoughts from 
those familiar with the rig? I've already grounded the cases of the 
crystals makeing up the filters.

Steve, 


In the United States, BBC World Service is carried over the Galaxy 5 
satellite by National Public Radio (Public Radio Satellite Service). It is 
encrypted and can only be received by special hardware which you cannot 
obtain unless you have a public radio station charter from CPB. Not an 
easy thing to obtain. 


Unfortunately, the BBC World Service--a separately funded (by the British 
Government) section of the BBC--is no longer available via shortwave in 
North America. I occasionally can get the Caribbean Service, as I live in 
Atlanta. 


If you cannot get your local public radio affiliate to provide World 
Service coverage (many do at various times during the day, including all 
night in some stations), then your only real option in the US is to listen 
to the live feed over the 

Internet: http://www.bbc.co.uk/worldservice. One other possible option is 
to check into Digital Radio Mondiale (http://www.drm.org)--I heard recently 
that the Netherlands test transmitter was carrying the World Service in DRM 
(DRM is a new digital technology which puts HiFi digital audio in a 10KHz 
bandwidth, truly amazing). 


I've been listening to the BBC World Service for the past 36 years--ever 
Since I was 8 years old and my parents gave a RadioShack shortwave radio 
kit. Never in my wildest dreams did I ever imagine that I might be working 
for the BBC, but I've been a digital media consultant with BBC Technology 
(formerly all of the broadcast engineers, production support, etc. now 
tasked with raising funds for the BBC separately from the license fee) for 
over two years (they think I have a funny accent). 


I'm replying to the QRP-L because this question isn't as off-topic as you 
might think. All--I encourage you to take a look at DRM, as it is a truly 
fascinating concept for radio communications/broadcast. Essentially, it 
uses a COFDM signal in a 10KHz (20KHz for stereo) bandwidth, to produce 
very high fidelity reception. I saw a demonstration at the BBC Kingswood 
Warren Laboratory of an COTS shortwave receiver which had had its IF 
modified and a DSP added and it was incredible. DRM now has some test 
software that takes the 12KHz IF from a modified receiver (e.g. you have to 
change or add another conversion to 12KHz) directly into the audio in port 
in a computer. The software then uses the DSP to demodulate the signal. I 
saw a beta of this as well--it really does work.

Ahah! Didn't know that one. Thanks for the link. Note that these 
frequencies and times are "secondary service"--which I believe means that 
you're actually listening to a different service, such as Caribbean or 
Asian Service, but you get most of the same programming (News, News Hour, 
Outlook, Focus on Faith, From Our Own Correspondent, etc.). 


"Officially" there are no broadcasts directly to the USA, however, BBC and 
NPR have an arrangement where each provides reciprocal continental 
distribution for the other. I had forgotten about the other places that 
take the NPR feed in the US including Sirius (BBC website also shows XM, 
but I thought Sirius had it exclusively...will have to check with my 
sources on that one) and CPAN-2 SAP (note, I cannot receive this via DirectTV). 


Interestingly, it is estimated that over 150 million listen to BBC World 
Service every week. It is broadcast in 43 languages (including English, 
which should not be confused with the language that is spoken in the United 
States, also called English; the other languages are Albanian, Arabic, 
Azeri, Bengali, Brazilian, Bulgarian, Burmese, Cantonese, Croatian, Czech, 
French, Greek, Hausa, Hindi, Hungarian, Indonesian, Kazakh, 
Kinyarwanda/Kirundi, Kyrgyz, Macedonian, Mandarin, Nepali, Pashto, Persian, 
Polish, Portuguese, Romanian, Russian, Serbian, Sinhala, Slovak, Slovene, 
Somali, Spanish, Swahili, Tamil, Thai, Turkish, Ukrainian, Urdu, Uzbek, and 
Vietnamese). A BBC News bureau was open in Afghanistan within hours of the 
invasion in 2001 (and in fact, some BBC employees were hurt in the 
accidental bombing of a Red Cross facility where the bureau was located or 
located next to). 


There are countries in the world who's only news service is the World 
Service of the BBC. Many technologies that we take for granted these days 
(like the battery-less wind up radio receiver) were developed for 
third-world countries to be able to receive the BBC (and other services, of 
course). And we won't even begin to go into the other technologies that 
BBC has created in its 80+ years (John Reith first signed on 2L0, London, 
in 1922). 


Probably getting close to getting OT, but I don't know about the rest of 
you, I was an SWL much longer than I've been a ham, and am fascinated by 
receivers and receiver technology. There are those that say, "if you can 
hear them, you can work them," but you gotta be able to hear them first!

This is one of my interests, believe it or not. In fact, I recently 
joined an informal group interested in documenting various 
grass-roots "artistic" events. I have been involved with ATV, 

off and on, for over 10 years (more off than on). 


But, I would suggest that you get in touch with those doing ATV 
work in your area. Also, there is the ATVQ (Amateur Television 
Quarterly) to which you may subscribe. 


On my PowerMac, I have the Formac DV/TV Firewire video capture 
and TV tuner. Mac OS X includes iMovie which is a great program 
for video editing, but I still have a lot to learn. 


There are a number of USB capture devices for Mac and PC, but 

be aware that the capabilities of USB (1.X) preclude high quality 

video transfer. Firewire (IEEE 1394 or iDV) is the standard for digital 
video camcorders etc. 


ATI sells an interesting video card which is also a video tuner, video 
capture, and even provides a Firewire port (All-In-Wonder 8500-DV). 


I was at Costco (Price Club) yesterday and they have a Pinnacle Systems 
package in the software section that includes a capture card and 
software 

for the PC. The price was $99 and there was a $30 rebate (so $69). 


Dazzle may very well be great, but beware the warning about USB above. 


Other equipment... I use a 900 MHz "Rabbit" to watch satellite 
television 

around the house (Tech TV, ScreenSavers, etc). I have some surplus 

2.4 GHZ video transmitters I need to wire up some day. I got them for 
$5 

each as I recall. I have an X-10 2.4 GHz camera on my robot. I have 
standard ATV equipment for 70 cm (Rx/Tx), 900 MHz (Rx/Tx), and 1.2 GHz 
(Rx only). I have a "scan converter" which converts my SVGA outputs to 
NTSC video and I have a BOB-II video character overlay gizmo, etc, 
etc... 


The thing impeding my ATV activities right now is getting up a larger 
antenna to access the repeater. One repeater that was easy for me 
was removed from service. 


Yeah, I do a little video, but certainly I have a lot to learn and I'd 
love to 
from anyone else who has other experiences to share.

The schematic in the manual is quite small and might not come through 
the scanning process very well. In addition, there is a ton of other 
information in the manual which you would need to troubleshoot this 


supply. 


It's a 24 page 8-1/2 x 11 book which includes the circuit diagram, 
block diagram, PCB layout, detailed complete parts list, pictorial 
layout, component pin outs, and PWM regulator IC diagram. There are 
overvoltage and overcurrent protection circuits and a thermistor 
controlled fan speed circuit. You would be very challenged to work on 
this thing without the service manual. 


This manual is a very worth while purchase. Mine was $8.79 including 
shipping. I bought two of the supplies, so the cost of the service 
manual is easily justified.
